CHCotet Birect, Srs v oa tho back paved
Fire swept the slx-story brick and iron
bullding at 240 Chestnut strest this morn-
ing with such rapldity that within 20 min-
utes of their discovery the flames had
enveloped the structure and were thremt-
oening to invade ths properties adjoining.
